\ud will bo Supported by the (ioveru- 
ment— Vessels ijeallne in Behrlng's 
Sea to be Seized. 



George R. Tingle, the general maun- 
ger for the new leasees of tho fur sea is- 

inds in Alaska, the North American 
Coiiipaiiy, was in .Seattle on Monday, en 
route for .San Francisco, whence he sails 
for hia far-otTpoat of duty. Mr. Tingle, 
being asked by a Journal reporter what 
would be the policy of the new com- 
pany, said : "The company will en- 
deavor to carry out the contract faith- 
fully, niaile with the govenimeiil, and 
will do all in their power to protect and 
maintain the property .so aa not to im- 
pair its value. It pays the government 
a large figure for the exclusive privilege, 
a sum amounting to over a million a 
year, ami will insiat upon the govern- 
ment |iiotecting the seals from the pir- 
,ites who have iierelofore infested Behr- 
iiig's .Sea. The compa;iy feel that 
llio government's intorcsla being 
so iiiiicli greater than theirs and 
llie revenue derived by il lieing so much 
greater than the company's it should 
vigorously enforce the law and prevent 
the destruction of the seals. Tlie com- 
pany will take the veiy best care of the 
native inhaliit uila of the islands and pro- 
vide for all their wants, aa the old com- 
pany did before them. They expect lo 
strictly live within the law in the tran- 
aaction of r-.U their business, and hope 
to make i\ satisfactory profit on their 
iiivrstnient." 

" What will he the government's 
policy in tho soa thia season';" was 
asked. 

"My information before leaving 
Washington a few days ago was that 
the government would attord absolute 
protection so far as the law authorized, 
and that all vessels found sealing iu 
Rehriug's Sea would be promptly seized, 
and that the govcrnmeut would see to 
it th.\t this year none escaped thu pen- 
alt ii;a of the law, as its iut'erest now ia 
very much greater than the company 
np. iaiiiig the lease. Parties contem- 
plating lilting out vessels for the sealing 
gri.nmlb must not complain if they find 
I lieiiiselves ill the liiinds of a at rung gov- 
eriiiiiciil, deleriiiiiieil to put a stop to 
llieir unl.iwfiil iiraclices. I'lie siluatioii 
now is cliaii' ed materially from what il 
waa under li.e former lessees, whose in- 
terest under their lease was greater than 
that of the governmenl in the profits, 
Cillers this vigorous proteclion ia given 
seal life would .soon be so depleted that 
no company could afford to operate the 
lislieries under a lease and pay the-gov- 
eriiment any revenue." 

" Has the new couipany bought the 
plant of the. old coinpaiij-, and what are 
the relalions botwuen the two'.'"

Tlii'y iiii^jlit coiiliiiiii; scolding 
and carping from now until this tinw 
next year without convincing a single 
elector in British Columbia that it would 
be safe to eutniat tliein with the Gov- 
ernment of the province.

THE CODDLED CROFTERS. 

A great deal of unnocBssary fuss ia 
l.ijing made about the crofters who have 
emigrated to Canada. The faahion in 
tiicae days ia to coddle emigranta — to do 
so much for them that they cannot see 
that there ia any great necesaiiy to do 
much for themselves. The policy i.s'a 
nustakeu one. The policy of those who 
are interestcd-iu bringing out immi- 
grants to Canada — crofters or othera - 
alioo.ld be to do hb little its possible for 
them and to make them feel from the 
first that they must depend entirely 
upon themselves. The first lesson 
that these people should learn is 
self-reliance. They should be left 
to do their own thinking and their own 
working. A.s long as they are ke))t in 
ilepeiuleiiee and treated as if iliey wtie 
children, they will reiiiaiii to all intents 
and purposes children. Tliey, will be 
shiftless and improvident, and the very 
means that are taken to shov& them 
ahead will prove the means of keepint; 
them back. What the settler in a new 
country wants more th.iii anything is to 
le,irn to depend upon himself to gid 
into the way of using liia own hands and 
Ilia own brain for his own benefit. The 
very best teacher of this virtue of self- 
reliance is necessity. When the iiiiiiii. 
!;raiit tiiidi tlmt he iiiiiht think 
and act for himself ... miII'.t 
many ills lie will begin t,, 
bestir himself, He will, in ihe niean- 
tinie, it is likely, complain and curse the 
. oinitry and wish hinueU back to where 
t hinking could do hiiti no good, but he 
will benefit by the stern discipline and 
ill after years lie will see tlmt he needed 
a lianl master to initiate liini into the 
ways of the new country. 

The seltlor.H 'who came to ('anada aix- 
ly years ago or so were not coddled. 
I'here were then no societies to build 
houses for them, to supply them with 
provisions anil to look after thorn gener- 
ally. Nothing was said in the nows- 
piipers about the barduliipa they woro 
coinpelled to undergo, ami l\w ]iriva- 
lioua which thoy were calletl upon to 
endure. They settled iu the green 
woods and, without any knowledge of 
wood craft, and very little of f.iriniiig, 
.'oiiiiiieiieeil to cloar the land ami iifter- 
warda to cultivate il. Tlicy worked 
hard and lived hard, but thoy were for 
the most part, hardy and healthy and 
reared large families, The rough life 
agreed with them, and their children 
and their more remote descendants to- 
day, aro iia ntroug, as vigorous and as 
activo. minded as any people on this 
conliiient. I>ife in the backwoods de- 
veloped the physical und intellectual 
qualities of these emigrants, and many 
of them lived to see their children's 
children. 

.Soltlera on the plains are not rurpiired 
to do a tithe ol the work that these act- 
tl-Jis i II till) forest were forced lo do or 
starve. Hut they Icnrncd to bo aelf-re-
